STORY OF MR. OVERSEA. 


Superintendent 
Frank 
E. 
Oversen, 


when seen by a. Journal reporter, after 
the lire, told the following story of its 
origin and what followed: 


:Jt was just ten minutes after S o'clock 


,s near as I can recollect, when Al. Ter- 
hune, one i>E the inmates of tlie asylum, 
•ushcd into the dining room and gave 
the alarm, lie said that there was a, 
fire in the attic, a part of llio^uildin. 
adjoining tlie new north wing. My first 
order was to look after the safety of 
the patient?. My wife. ex-Supt. A. Har- 
den and wife, Eugene Foley, Peter An- 
derson, Miss MeLeiner, Miss Blake, Wal- 
ter Crane, Thomas Strike, Mrs- Wald, 
.John Oelisner. Marie Clirisiiftnson. Mflg- 
gie Nelson, all assistants and employes, 
with Mrs. Tcrnitles, a guest from Chica- 
go, hurried lo tho apartments and got 
the patients dressed, or covered, and we 
hurried them to the dining room. 


HAD SOME TROUBLE. 


"We experienced move or less trouble 


in getting the patients out ot bed and 
down stairs. Fred Roe refused to dress 
und I threw a coat over him and dragged 
him down stairs; John Kjar clung to the 
furniture and was hard to got out; Sar- 
ah Slater waa found in tlio south attic 
and she did not want to leave, Ann 
Sullivan insisted on remaining and run- 
ning in to the building, nnd she is the 
woman whom Firo Marshal Cape got out 
in the, nick of time. When I saw that 
every patient was iu the dining room, I 
and the rest of the help turned our at- 
tention to the lire. Direct'pressure was 
turned on from the pumps anil five or 
six of the automatic reels were taken 
down, but in some rooms we could not 
yet at them, for the reason that the up- 
per part of the place was. filled with 
smoke nnd the flames were so hot. Al- 
though we made a good stand and put 
up a good fight it was useless. 


DEITEN OUT AND BACK. 


Slowly, but surely 
we 
were driven 


buck and at last abandoned the light and 
hurried the inmates out of the dining 
room to the. laundry and other,build- 
ings. By this time many farmers were 
there with sleighs, and commenced tak- 
ing the patients to the Fr«e Wffl Bap- 
tist church at Myjatfs. Again we at- 
tempted to extinguish the fire with the 
water.service, but the flame* had burs'- 


possible to do under the conditions, 
regret exceedingly that the magnificent 
liolnc of the poor and demented incura 
ble people is wiped out. I should esti 
mate the lost at from $73,000 to $100, 
000, with an insurance, I understand, o 
$40,000. The building was 312 feet long, 
entirely of brick; two stories high, with 
dormitories and one hundred and seven 
ty-five patients could be cared for. 
believe that the Racine county board o 
supervisors will make arrangements l< 
care for the patients until the asylun 
is rebuilt. I want to compliment raj 
attendants for the heroic work they die 
and also -the farmers nnd citizens 
cine, especially the municipal authoritie 
ior promptly answering our appeal fo 
assistance. So far as I have been abl 
to ascertain not a single patient wa 
burned or injured in the least and on 
frozen, only a few Buffering from 
cold. I want to say that we kept goo 
track of the patients, and although 
few managed to get away and start fo 
Racine, we got them all together saf 
.ind in good shape. The

I-Icro are a few things- that -ought to 


be done by our country creameries and 
•will be done by creameries that care 
for the .reputation and price of their 
butler, says A, W. Trow in the Farmer: 
'The butter team "should be at the_ 
creamery not later tUan.O o'clock in the 
morning where it is possible to load 
Into cor in tho forenoon. 


The driver should be instructed to 


brtuj; plenty of. wet green grass In 'the 
box to "cover tip the butter with: also 
somu clean blankets, which should be 
wet at tho creamery arid hung over 
the edge o£ the wugoh box and inside 
down to the bottom to cover the box 
all around. 


When the butter is loaded lay grass 


all over the top of the loud, .and thea 
the parts of blankets hanging on the 
outside -of the box are laid over the 
grass, and over all this a heavy canvas, 
which is lout,' enough to hang down 
over the sides and cuds of the wagon 
box. 
1 A loud ot butter thus prepared may 
he hauled ten or twenty miles in the 
hottest weather without iujury to the 
butter.

TEXT OF RUSSIAN REPLY 


Will be Glad to Join With Other 


Powers to Insure Integrity 


ol China. 


PA&IS, FeU 20.—It is learned that 


the Russian foreign minister lamsdorf 
today received from 
the Washington 


government a communication announcing 
that Russia's reply was considered re- 
sponsible to the American note on China 
and would be transmitted to the govern- 
ments of China and Japan. The favora- 
ble response from .United States to Rus- 
sia is highly gratifying to tlie officials 
here as it counteracts the mischievous 
reports to tha effect that the Russian 
answer was equivalent to a, rejection. It 
is a fact Russia's reply was the same as 
those of the other powers recognizing 
the neutrality of China with the excep- 
tion of Manchuria, 


The terms of the Russian reply aro 


substantially as follows: 
"Russia will 


be glad to join with the other powers in 
the recognition of Chinese neutrality on 
three conditions. 


"First. That China shall 
maintain 


neutrality. 


"Second. That Japan slinll loyally 


support this neutrality. 


Third. That Manchuria being the field 


of militaiy operations shall not be in- 
cluded." 


Tlie reply is quite brief not containing 


any language beyond tlie foregoing three 
conditions and the introductory sentence. 
The communication which Count Larris- 
dorf lias now received from Secretary. 
Hay is equally bri«i' and explicit and is 
confined to the statement that Russias 
answer is considered responsive to the 
American proposition and will be trans- 
mitted to China ad Japan. 


GERMANY ACTS PROMPTLY. 


BERLIN, Feb. 20.—The foreign oflice 


several days ago instructed the German 
einbassador at St. Petersburg and the 
minister of Gcsrmany bt Tokio to com- 
municate to the governments to which 
they are accredited Germany's adherence 
to the principles contained in Secretary 
Hay'8 note on the neutrality of Cbinn. 
Both powers gave a general 
assurance 


that those principles were acceptable to 
them.

The author of these experi- 
ments states that the piano should never 
be used by a child before the age of 18 
years, and only two hours'a day at the 
maximum. 


Washing Brushes.—Put a tcaspoonful

Boyd, who briefly stated it was a sad 
occasion that had called them together, 
and said that it was necessary tlint im- 
mediate steps be taken for the care of 
the patients. Trustee Crane stated to 
the board thnt most of the bedding had 
been saved and that all the inmates got 
out safely and no one was hurt or even 
burned. Mr. Boyd then road a list of 
the nsylums to which the inmates lind 
been assigned by the state board of con- 
trol. 51r. Nelson made the aunouuce- 
mcnt that Milwaukee had offered to take 
fifty of the patients. Supervisor Boyd 
culled for an opinion from the district 
attorney as to whether the patients 
could be sent to Milwaukee in view of 
the fact that the state board had assign- 
ed them to the county asylum. He said 
it would be a great deal cheaper to send 
them to Milwaukee than to other parts 
of the state. District Attorney Gittins 
aaked for an hour's tame in which to look 
up tjie matter.

CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—Wheat for May 


delivery today said ait 91-07 a bushel, a 
gain off four cent* over last night's close. 
The market was extremely active and 
the vojume of trading was of enormous 
proportions. The sensational advance 
was due'largely to the anxiety of shorts, 
who were afraid to maintain open trades 
over a two days recess of the board, ow- 
ing to Washington's birthday. 


The market hesitated icmewhat at tho 


outset and a recalm prevailed but sud- 
denly a buying wave »truek the pit. It 
fairly swept brokers off their feet. By 
leaps and Ixmnds the Hay price which 
slipped from $1.04 at the opening off to 
$1.02% went soaring to $1.07 or over 
four cents above the close last night. 
Pandemonium accompanied the advance. 
Brokers dashed madly back and forth 
between the pit and telegraph counters, 
with their hands full of orders. These 
because of the excited state of the mar- 
ket it was'almost impossible to fill. Th« 
crowds which packed the visitors gal- 
lery were dazed by the wild scenes that 
were enacted on the floor below, not only 
in the wheat pit where hundreds of trad- 
ers with arms waving above their head* 
struggled and fought to buy or sell, bat 
over in the corn and provision pits all 
was excitement, with prices climbing. 


The pit wa* the center o( uproar »nd 


clamor which never ceased or abated 
from the opening of the session until th« 
gong announced its close. In one respect 
today wax unlike any previous day cine* 
excitement over the Ruse0rJ*p)Be*e war 
began. 
There^ were varying degrees of 


intensity in the excitement which reign- 
ed and the nerves of every trader wer« 
at the highest pitch every minute of th« 
session. The advance was unresistal>l«. 
Armour, who has been the almost undn- 
puted monarch of the wheat pit sold mil- 
lions of bushels of the grain, but for 
every bushel offered, there wer etwo de- 
mands by the professionals or iutsid* 
traders imbued with a desire to buy that 
was little if anything less than frantic.

There is little open water any- 
where and where there happens to. be a 
clear place thousands of gulls hover over 
it, and drive the duck* away and thus 
they weaken 
and die.- At Milwaukee 


the slaughter has become so great by 
hunters that the game wardens have re- 
quested the chief of police to assist aim 
in enforcing the laws which prohibit tho 
shooting and killing of the ducks.

CAMPAIGNS FOR UEXOMISfATIOSI. 
In a number of states public officials 


are spending a great deal of their time 
in engaging in a campaign for a renorni- 
nation. It does not seem to be consider- 
ed by most of these men, if not all of 
them, that renominations brought about 
through their own efficient services, come 
the least expensive and are the most dur- 
able in staying qualities. But there are 
many reasons for believing the great 
majority of officials seeking re-electionii 
conduct themselves in a manner that 
gives the( impression to many good peo- 
ple that tlris is demanded as ti right, a 
d'cbt owing to them, the people must re- 
pay. Xhese movements in different states 
are disguised iu different forms but they 
all mean the same. Citizens who may 
presume to differ about this, receive the 
indignant denunciations,-and arc cast in 
the outer darkness. Citizens presuming 
to believe they have something to say, 
may say it in their minds, and men who 
otherwise might become candidates, are 
abashed and go back and sit down,•'while 
the citizens generally are so dinned by 
the noise of the campaigners, that they 
forget to resort to the time honored 
custom of resorting to a call upon some 
distinguished man to run for the office. 


This intolerable nuisance in more than 


one state-can only be maintained by tho 
control of the employes of a state gov- 
ernment. This is notable in both, this 
state and Illinois, and by no means un- 
known in other states. It is of course 
entirely wrong, but where is there a 
state official not elective, who can arise 
to assert he differs.and will combat the 
reigning powers that gave him his ap- 
pointment. That he will actively oppose 
and fight in the convention any man who 
in .iny manner controls his actions, or 
tries to oblige him ,to contribute to the 
expense fiind. 
If it is claimed no em- 


ploye would or should be asked to thus 
openly defy the appointive power, it may 
be said, neither sho\ild any state officer 
seeking reuominations ever give them 
the occasion to a»»crt their indepen- 
dence or liberty of action to favor some- 
body else. 


Time that should be given to public 


duties, is given to other purposes week 
after week. These men are more often 
away from their offices than within them, 
and affairs of government and of depart- 
ments are conducted by the employes or 
not conducted at all. It is possible no 
law cau be enacted to cover tliis weak- 
ness in our state governments. Possibly 
nothing but a healthy public sentiment 
will be available to prevent ambitious 
officials from_maintaining public scandals 
or involving a whole state in internal dis- 
sensions;-and if so, the quicker this pub- 
lic sentiment in both' political parties 
makes itself supreme the better it is go- 
ing to be in. the highest interests of 
good government and the public morals.

AM> THE SKY SCHAPERS. 


While the Baltimore fire which swept 


unrestrained over dozens of blocks de- 
stroying as the waves of flame passed 
on, the unsightly sky scraper was too 
hideously ugly for even the fire fiend 
and tall steel skeletons were left as 
monuments of man's depravity. It ap 
pears these* steel buildmgs as construct 
ed at least in one city were, able to 
withstand the heat terrible as it was 
pouring out from dozens of buildings 
and beating in cascades ol fiery waves 
against their sides, but every vestige o 
furnishings, the woodwork, tiie marbh 
and stone vanished, crumbled into noth 
ingncss. Nothing but the gaunt, stee 
columns were left. 


All this demonstrates to the view o 


the architect and the builder that in fu 
turc constructions wood must be omit 
ted. 
Of course the man with the fire 


proof paint, with the lire proofed wood, 
will be on hand, and if the man with 
the fire proofed iron does not appear 
with the fire proofed stone and marble 
man, 
it 
will be surprising. 
It has 


been suggested that an entire city of 
steel skyscrapers would not burn, that 
is no fire could possibly spread as do the 
ordinary conflagrations, and this is very 
likely 
perfectly m true. There is 
no 


chance for a conflagration to spread in 
a cemetery, since all is alike, and on the 
same plan, there would be no chance for 
a city cemetery of sky scrapers to in- 
flict damage upon one another. 


The brick work, the false stone work, 


the fillings here and there of one thing 
and another, the window frames all of 
wood of course, the flooring, the room. 
furnishings, taken together in such a fire 
as visited Baltimore, could not withstand 
the intense heat and so vanished. Con- 
crete is talked of. but no complete con- 
crete building has yet been completed. 
It is asserted concrete instead of brick 
would fill the necessity, and steel fittings 
everywhere instead of wood, would ef- 
fectually remove an ever present peril. 
But the eminent danger to life always 
present no matter the fire proofing, the 
deadly smoke, is wholly left unnoticed. 
The safety of the human being in these 
sky buildings is left almost unmcntion- 
ed, probably,for one reason as they are 
much nearer heaven, they should be s»t- 
isiicd.

Intense excitement 
prevailed, especially among the families 
who had relatives or friends confined at 
the asylum, for the first reports indicat- 
ed that there was a loss of life among 
Ihp demented unfortunates, but the ver- 
ification that all were saved, eased the 
public mind.

FRUITLESS FIGHT. 


Automatic hose reels were turned on 


in rooms where (he fire was raging, bnt 
the Brooke was dense and heat terrific. 
Mr. Oversen -and his men stood their 
ground and poured five streams on the 
blaze, direct pressure having been turned 
on from the pumps, but inch by inch 
they wore driven back, there not being 
adequate strength to the system to cope 
with the raging (lames, although at one 
time the men believed (hey had control. 
At this time tlie tire broke thiroiij'h the 
roof of the building where it started and 
there was no use to longer light it with 
the inadequate protection, and the nl- 
tentuin of ever sane person in tlie place 
was turned to getting out the patients. 


TAKEN'OUT.

GET AWAY IN* S.VOW. 


Although tlie very closest.watch was 


kept on the demented people at least 
ten or twelve managed to escape. They 
skirmished out in the snow drifts. A 
number ran into the parts of the struc 
turc not burning, some waded in th< 
snow, leaped up and down, prayed ant 
made strange marks and writings in tlie 
snow. One inmate sat down under 
tree, with only pantaloons on and woulc 
have frozen had he not been taken away 
Others ran down to tlie railway station 
mid waved their bunds as if to stop an 
imaginary train 
coming. Two became 


violent and ran about with the speed of 
decrs and it required the strength of 
several men to hold them.

Mayor Xcl- 
son was notified and appeared upon the 
round. A special train was ordered 
over the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway, also three or four coaches in 
which to bring in the patients. In twen- 
ty minutes the railway people had a 
train made up, the steamer and hose cart 
loaded, but there was delay in gcttin 
away, owing to the incoming western 
train being an hour late. 


JOURNAL ON' THE SCENE. 


In thirty minutes from the time the 


news was received in ibis city a Journal 
representative was on the ground, hav- 
ing-repaired to the place with horse and 
cutter. At that time the whole coun- 
try was obscured in smoke and the dull 
red glow of the burning buildings could 


-IK seen for miles. There was possibly 
Ifty fanners 
at the fire. The flames 


had only spread to the north end and 
nearly to the superintendent's residence 
n the center. It was a slow fire and 
lot a roaring furnace as would be ex- 
pected, owing to the fact that the night 
was still and 
no 
wind prevailed. A 


;ood strong stream of water at this time 
roiild have saved the whole southern 
portion of the big structure,, but tlic 
-streams from the- flre. system were en- 
tirely inadequate. 


SAVING THE GOODS. 


Every attendant of the farm was 


working to get out the furniture, bed- 
ling, etc., and inmates who were drcss- 
•d warm and trusted, assisted greatly. 
Farmers appeared upon tlic scene and 
commenced gathering in tho inmates and. 
taking them to the Free Will Baptist 
jhnrch at, Mygatt's Corners, which had 
jecn warmed and 
prepared .for their 


comfort. They wore scattered here-and 


•, 
wading in 
the snow, running 


iround the buildings and wondering 
vhat it all.mcanl;. One demented, inaft 
liooted with joy and exclaimed that it 
was the biggest kind of '» bonfire. An- 


t-be men 
only had on stockings; 
no 


coats; no hats and scant coverings. The 
women were in the same condition. The 
.sick and crippled shivered in the coh 
and were more or less 
frightened 


Blankets were thrown over them and the 
farmers with double teams rushed to the 
little church at Mygatt's Corners, and 
load after load was taken up, while the 
other 
farmers 
took 
a few to theii 


homes, but at no time was it certain 
that all were safe, fear prevailing that 
many might have wandered away in the 
snow and perished. Three of the pa- 
tients, when the fire started, ran from 
the building and started 
for 
"Racine. 


They walked to Mound cemetery and 
were then brought to' the police office. 
A man was found on the road half way 
in and nearly frozen and he was hustled 
to 
the 
city lvi.ll. Three more were 


found at the fiawell. home. 


ALL ACCOUNTED FOR. 


An hour and a half after the fire com- 


menced, with the utmost difficulty every 
patient was accounted for. None 
of 


thorn were injured, but a few suffered 
from the cold and it is feared will be- 
come 
sick, especially those who 
ran 


about in the snow with uncovered feet, 
hands, bodies and heads. But taking 
everything into consideration 
Superin- 


tendent Oversen said they behaved 
splendidly and were not half so excited 
and rattled as were a large per cent of 
the sane people, who labored under the 
impression that the Eacine fire steamers 
ought to get there in five minutes and 
save the building, or the part that was 
not burned. 


CITY OFFICIALS COME. 


Aldermen Korzelius, Schclling, Sehoen- 


lebcn and other aldermen, with several 
agents for hose companies, arrived oil 
the scene, going out in a large sleigh. 
The 
aldermen and hose 
agents 
got 


streams on from the asylum-system, but 
it was not possible to stay the flames. 
Gradually they ate their way to the 
south of the buildings, first getting into 
the superintendent's residence, then over 
the top of the fire wall and along the 
roof through the structure, and it was 
evident the whole magnificent bxiilding, 
;he pride of Bneine county, was doomed. 
SCeroic work was done, however, in get- 
,ing out the furniture and household 
goods, 
but of course many 
valuable 


sieces were wrecked, 


CITY DEPARTMENT ABRIV.ES. 


It was after 10 o'clock when the spec- 


al train from Racine, containing one 
of the large fire steamers, a hose car- 
•i»ge and supply of hose, with .Fire Mar- 


Cape and several of his men, arriv- 


ed at 
Gatliff, with many citizens on 


}6ard. At a glance the Fire Marshal 
saw he was powerless to do anything 
und the lire steamer was not taken off 
.no flat cars. There was no water aup- 
)Iy'of any account and the fire had. n'ear- 
y gutted the buildings and nothing 
jould be gained by'• unloading and at- 
:emptihg to work 
the 
steamer. The 


>nly water of any account was in a 
pond to, the west of the asylum build- 
ug and on account of the condition of 
he roads and asylum grounds, being 
lovered with huge snow drifts, the.en- 
tine could not have bean pulled through 
with ten teams o£ horses. So the Fire 


Marshal and his men did what 
could in other directions. 


MR. CAPE SAVES A LIFE. 


While the flre marshal was looking 


about the place he was told that Mrs 
Ann Sullivan, a Eacine patient, •was in 
her room in the south part/of the build 
ing. 
Without hesitation the fire fighter 


rushed. into the building and after 
search he found Mrs. Sullivan calmly 
sitting in her room. He grabbed and 
dragged her from the place, but 
not 


without a, struggle. She would aurely 
have been burned to death were it not 
for the rescue. The woman had run in- 
to the building several 
times 
before 


There was nothing that could be done 
by the Racine firemen and arrangements 
were made to return to the city, the 
once large brick- structure being com- 
pletely gutted and being a smouldering 
mass and thore was no danger of the 
laundry building, pump house, barns and 
other outbuildings catching fire. 


BROUGHT TO -RACINE. 


Hundreds of people assisted in bring 


ing the patients from tlie laundry and 
the church at Mygatt's Corners and plac 
ing them in the warm and comfortable 
coaches. This was no easy task and be- 
fore it was accomplished it 
was 12 


o'clock at night. Superintendent Over- 
sen would not permit the train to move 
until every patient was accounted for. 
It was impossible to account for fifteen 
ind alarm prevailed for fear .they might 
50 frozen in snow drifts miles away. It 
was learned that fire had walked to Ra- 
une and were all right.Three were at a 
farm 
house and the others had been 


brought here in a large sleigh. Then 
the train started for the city and few 
were left to watch the final smouldering 
of the asylum building, with its standing 
blackened and charred walls. 


CARE FOR INMATES. 


In the meantime Mayor Nelson, irus- 
ce of the asylum, George PcJ;ersen, and 
trustee Graham, who had been at the 
ire, fighting Lard, soaked with water 
nid having come out of a sick bed, ar- 
•angcd for tho care of the inmates. The 
ouncil chamber was thrown open as 
vas the circuit court room, merchants 
Tovided blankets and everything possi- 
>tc done that could be for the care ol 
be frightened and half frozen people. 
Tlie train arrived here at 
1:30 
this 


norning. Large sleighs were ready at 
lie station. The women were taken to 
the city hall and the men to the court 
house without incident, dozens of citi- 
nens lending a, hand in getting them 
there. Attendants of the institution, 
controlled 
by Superintendent Oversen, 


were pliteed in charge. Beds were made 
up on the floors, no cots being available 
at that hour. Mayor Nelson and others 
brought in hot coffee, sandwiches nnd 
other eatables antl everything possible 
was done for them. It is remarkable how 
well they behaved, no excitement pre- 
vailing and with the exception of n large 
crowd of curious people nothing unusu- 
al 
could be detected. Mayor Nelson 


placed extra men at the city hall and 
court house and spectators were kept 
out. At 3 o'clock this morning most of 
the patients werW'slceping or dozing in 
chairs. One woman, Mary Albies, be- 
came very wild and had to be taken to 
the jail and placed in a cell. Khe fought 
fiercely while being taken over and four 
men were required to handle and confine 
her. She soon quieted down. 


STORY OF MR. OVERSEN. 


Superintendent 
Frank 
E. Oversen, 


when seen by a Journal reporter, after 
the fire, told the following story of its 
origin and what followed: 


'It was just ten minutes after 8 o'clock 


as near as I can recollect, when Al. Ter- 
hune, one of the inmates of the asylum, 
rushed into tlie dining room and gave 
the alarm. He said that there was a 
fire in the attic, a part of the building 
adjoining the new north wing. My first 
order was to look after tho safety of 
the patients. My wife, ex-Supt. A. Har- 
den and wife, Eugene Foley, Peter An 
dersou, Miss McLeyner, Miss Blake, Wai- 
tcr Crane, Thomas Strike, Mrs. Wald, 
John Oohsner, Mavie Christiansen, M»g 
gie Nelson, all assistants and employes, 
with Mrs. Tensities, a guest from Chica 
jo, hurried to the, apartments and got 
the patients dressed; or covered, and we 
liurricd them to the dining room. 


HAD SOME TROUBLE. 


"We experienced more or less trouble 


in getting the patients out of bed and 
down stairs. Jfred Roc refused to dress 
and I threw a coat over him and dragged 
lim down stairs; John Kjnr clung to the 
furniture and was hard to get out; Sar- 
ah Slater was found in the south attic 
and she did not want to leave. Ann 
Sullivan insisted on remaining and run- 
ning in to the building, nnd she is the 
voinan whom Fire Marshal Cape got out 
n the nick of time. When I saw that 
Dvery ptitient was in the dining room, I 
md the rest of the help turned our at1 


ention to the tiro. Direct pressure was 
urned on from the pumpa and five or 
ix of the automatic reels were taken 
down, but in some rooms w« could not 
yet at them, for the reason that the tip. 
per part of the place was. filled 
> with 


smoke and the names were so hot. 
Al- 


though we raadc a good stand and put 
up a good fight it wtia useless. 


DRIVEN OUT AND BACK. 


Slowly, but surely we were driven 


back nnd at last abandoned the flght and 
hurried the inmates out of the dining 
room to the laundry and other build- 
ings. By this time many farmers were 
there with sleighs, and commenced tak- 
ing th* patient* to the Fr*e Will Bap- 
tist church: at Myjatt's. Again w* at-; 
tenipted to (extinguish the flre with ithe 
water:service, but the flume* had burst 


through th* roof and coon spread to th* 
whole north part of th* building, em- 
bracing the men's sleeping' apartments, 
the dining room, eta, The pressure lrn» 
inadequate, the streams .only being 2 in- 
ches and others 1% inches, the flow com- 
ing through-a two inch pipe. \Srevcould 
not compete with the conflagration and 
help was summoned from the city. 


SAVING THE GOODS: 


"Seeing that wo could not gave the 


building we turned our attention to re- 
moving the household.goods and other 
property. We were assisted by every- 
body that could get into the building 
and succeeded in saving most of 
the 


household goods in the residence; part. 
although a great deal was broken and 
ruined. The safe, containing all of the 
asylum 
papers, was got outside and 


every tiling in it is intact. There was 
more or less confusion among the many 
patients, and at times they were hard 
to handle, but in my opinion they were 
at no time in danger from being lost in 
the buildings, the worst clement to com- 
bat being the cold, for insane people as 
a rule are bound to run about and do 
strange and ridiculoua things. 


HOW IT ORIGINATED. 


In my opinion the fire originated from 


a defective heating pipe of the hot air 
system. It could not have been spon- 
taneous combustion, for there were 110 
rags in the part where the fire occurred. 
I do not believe any patient was in the 
attic with matches and set it on fire, and 
am sure that we did the very best it was 
possible to do under tlie conditions. I 
regret exceedingly that the magnificent 
Home of the poor and demented incura- 
ble people is wiped, out. I should esti- 
mate the lost at from $75,000 to $100,- 
000, with an insurance, I understand, of 
340,000. The building- was 312 feet long; 
ntirely of brick; two stories high, with 
dormitories and one hundred and seven- 
ty-five patients could be cured for. I 
Jelieve that the Eacine county board of 
iupervisors will make arrangements to 
care for the patients until the asylum 


rebuilt. I want to compliment ray 


attendants for the heroic work they did 


also -the farmers and citizens of Ra- 


cine, especially the municipal authorities 
lor promptly answering our appeal for 
issistance. So far as I have been able 
:o ascertain not a single patient 'was 
burned or injured in the least and one 
rozen, only a few suffering from the 
'old. I want to say that we kept good 
rack of the patients, and although a 
ew managed to get away and start for 
lacine, we got them all together safe 
and in good shape. The 
accommoda- 


tions provided by the people of Eaciue 
were excellent in such short time. 


HISTORY OF ASYLUM. 


The Racine county asylum was first 


talked about in 1887, and in 1880 was 
built. The county board voted $75,000 
bonds for the purchase of land and erec- 
tion 
of 
suitable buildings. The 
late 


Louis 1". Klein was virtually the father 
of the project and it was under hia per- 
sonal supervision and other 
trustees 


that a modern building went up. It cost 
when completed, in the neighborhood of 
$50,000. Soon it became too small and 
during the past two years additions 
were added to the north and south, at a 
cost of perhaps $10,000. Fire protection 
was put in and deemed sufficient to cope

Father Johnson, of the St. Rosa church 


was one of the first men ia th« city to 
offer the Use of the St. Rose hall for th« 
housing of the insane people.

Trustee George Petersen this morning 


sent a telegram to the state board of 
control at Madison, askifif what disposi- 
tion should be made of the inmates of the 
asylum. By long distance telephone he 
received notice to apportion them as fol- 
lows:

Hundreds of people visited the asy- 


lum site today. ^Nothing of the great 
building ia left but the walls, the flre 
having swept through the entire 312 
feet, completely gutting it. Many of 
the walls fell in o%out. Possibly if the 
asylum iw rebuilt some of the walls can 
be utilized. Al! of the outbuildings are 
intact, not even being scorched, In the 
barns and granaries most of the farm 
produce is stored. The horses, cows and 
stock escaped. 


FURNISHED COiTEE. 


Xelson Bros, and John VTemmert arc 


deserving of great credit for the prompt 
manner in which they served coffee and 
sandwiches and Mayor Nelson is compli- 
mented for his action, as well as Kre 
Marshal Cape and other city officials. " 


NOTES OF THE FIRE. 


Trustee George Peteraen, of Mt. Hoas- 


nnt, ,was on the ground early and did 
good and efficient work in arranging for 
the care of the inmates. There was noth- 
ing left undone so far as he was Concern- 
ed. Trustee Crane was at the fire and 
did all in his power, having been sick in 
bed for a week. 


Chairman Shenkcnberg, of the board 


of supervisors was reached, by 
phone 


this morning, but on account of sickness 
wan unable to oom« to the city. 


Fire Marshal Cape had a. bad fall at 


the -fire, Init luckily was not injured. 


The livery men of thia city who sent

No doubt a meeting of the board of

OBITUARY. 


Dale. 


At 5 o'clock this morning James H. 


Dale, one of the oldest and most promi- 
nent farmers of the town of Yorfcville 
died at bis home in Union Grove, of pneu- 
monia, which followed a successful oper- 
ation he 'underwent a few days ago for 
appendicitis. 


Deceased was a son of the late Thomas 


Dale who came to this country iu 1842, 
and lived here up to the time of his de- 
mise ia September, 1883. 
Deceased was 


bom in Yorkville fifty-five years 
ago 


and lived there all his life." His edu- 
cation was acquired in the rural schools 
and a course at the Rochester seminary. 
By hard and industrious work he culti- 
vated a fine farm and built a comforta- 
ble home. He engaged in the stock bus- 
iness and had the beat herds in Racine 
county. 


He Vas numbered among the enterpris- 


ing aud progressive men of the county 
and accounted one of the valuable citi- 
zens who always had the interests of his 
town at heart and was ever ready to pro- 
mote enterprises. He was independent 
in politics, but cast his first vote for 
General U. S. Grant. Ho has held offices 
of trust. Hia entire life was honorable 
and upright and he had the confidence 
and eeteera of all with whom he had busi- 
ness affiliations.

to milking. If dusty, sprinkle before 
it In fed.

Keep stable ami dairy room in clean 


•condition. 


Keep only healthy cows. 
Promptly 


remove suspected animals.

Keinovo the milk promptly from the 


stable to a clean, dry room whore tli< 
air is iiu'rp and sweet. 


Strain tlic milk through a clean flan 


ne! cloth or through two or three thick 
nesses of cheesecloth. 


Aerate and cool the milk as soon rib 


It is strained. 
The cooler it is the 


more souring is retarded. 
If covers 


are loft off the cans cover with ciothi 
or.mosquito netting. 


Never mix fresh, warm milk with 


that which lias been cooled nor allow 
It to freeze. 


"Under no circumstances should any 


thing be added to milk to prevent its 
souring. Such doings violate the law 
of both God and man. 


Cntue of the increase. 


The remarkable increase In the pro- 


dnctton of milk and butter in the 
t'nitsd States In the last decade was 
due far more to increased yield per 
cow than to Increase in the number of 
cow^. There ia plenty of opportunity 
for an equally great increase in the 
production per cow during the present 
decade. As farmers become more care- 
ful and accurate in determining the 
relative production of their cows the 
culling of their herds becomes more 
rigorous. This immediately raises the 
average standard of production and 
tends by the aid of the laws of Hered- 
ity to increase the producing capac 
Ity of the descendants of cows retained 
lor dairy purposes.—Midland Farmer. 


Dairy Education. 


A. W. Trow, the prominent farmer, 


creamery man and agricultural writer 
of GlenviUe, Minu.. has recently been 
made a member of the educational 
staff of the dairy and food department 
in his state. Ills work will be very 
largely of an educational nature and 
among tlie farmers and dairymen.

eterilizpd with steam at the factory, 
and some other receptacle should be 
used to return the skim mill; or whey 
to the farm.

butter, says A. W. Trow in the Farmer 


"The 
butter team 'should be at ih 


creamery not later than,6 o'clock in th 
morning where it is poesible to loai 
into car in the forenoon. 


The driver should be instructed t 


bring plenty ot wet green grass in th 
box" to''cover'op the butter with; alsc 
some clean blankets/-which should be 
wet at th». creamery arid hung ove 
the edge of the wagon box and insiilt. 
down to the bottom to cover the box 
all around. 


When the butter is loaded lay gras 


all over tbe top of the load, .and then 
the parts of blankets hanging on the 
outside,-of the box are laid over the 
grass, ana over all this a heavy canvas 
which is long enough to hang down 
over the sides and ends of tlie wagon 


A load o'f butter thus prepared may 


be Imuled tpn or twenty miles in thi 
hottest weather without injury to thi 
butter. 


I.u case.the butter,cannot be loaded 


directly iuto the refrigerator ear tlie 
butter hauler should be firmly instruct 
ed to inquire of the station agent if rh 
train is late, and If such in the case 
the butter should be hauled into the 
shatle of a building and never unloadec 
from'-the-wagon until the train has left 
the last previous station. ' 


The driver may be inra hurry-to. get 


Lime, but it is much better for him to 
wait for a few hours if necessary than 
for the butter to be standing on the 
depot platform and better for ,the com- 
pany to pay the driver $1 extra .than to 
have the butter spoiled. 


The butter will come out of the wag- 


on box thus protected cold and nice as 
it came from the creamery refrigerator. 


It is'be-ttcr for the creamery to buy 


canvas and blauteets, so as to be sure 
to have tliem, but the driver should 
bring grass with him. 


It is with this ust with 'everything 


else; it depends largely upon the but- 
ter maker. He must be tlae leafling spir- 
it and see to it that the loading and 
shipping of the butter as well as ev- 
erything else is done jnst right and 
that the butter hauler as well as the 
creamery patrons nn> properly instruct- 
ed. It takes lots of attention, work, 
worry ana, most of all, ambition. Many 
fall short; therefore you get heated but- 
ter, poor butter, moldy tubs, etc.

These cows are 
happy in their comfortable stable and 
look as though they had no fault to 
find with life. That is the frame of 
mind that Incloses a perfect life picture 
for man or cow provided it comes as 
the result of honest and helpful work. 
The Holsteins arc contented by nature, 
-with less nervous energy than the Jer- 
seys. They make excellent barn cows, 
and It is a pleasant sight on a sunny 
•winter day to see them lie at ease 
chewing their end. Holsteja milk has 
n good record for commeroisil quality. 


A mixture of cut sheaf oats, bran 


and shorts will make a .yery satisfac- 
tory ration for milk cows, says J. H. 
Skinner of the Indiana experiment sta- 
tion. This combination gives two of 
the standard dairy feeds and a third 
shorts, which is used to a considerable 
extent and quite successfully. The ra- 
tion might be improved for winter 
feeding by giving gluten feed in place 
of shorts and adding clover hay. Most 
dairymen have come to feel that no 
ration for a dairy cow is complete 
without sSiage. There will be nothing 
gained by feeding stock bogs cut sheaf 
oats, as sticu feed makes a bulky ration 
with the large amount of coarse mate- 
rial which, is more or less indigestible. 


Save All thu Fodder. 


It is evident that there in going to be 
i heavy demand for hay from the east 
In that event we would earnestly ad- 
vise nil readers, sa.vs the Dairyman, to 
save all the corn fodder they can. Very 
much of the.norn in the wesit will be 
good for nothing except for fodder. 
But if it is carefully saved there will 
bo a chance to sell some of the luiy and 
•j-cnsh crop obtained in that way. 


The man that is saving of his fodder 


and saves it when in the'best-feeding 
condition generally has the bulge on 
good luck. 


Good Pasture Is tlie TliliiB. 


Good pasture is not only -the beat 


feed for milk cows, but also the cheap- 
est, according to an agricultural ex- 
change, 
i'orewniai pasturage affdras 


thq cheapest possible feed for cattle of 
any -kind, .and during the -season when ! 
pasturage is at "its .best no grain ration i 
Is needed. At other tirt.es .a little corn 
chops and wheat bran mixed -will tcna 
to jtnaiataia.the milk flaw.. 
, 


To determine definitely the amount 


of filth that gets into milk during the 
proces* of milking and how much this 
can tie lessened by-wasljing tb» udders 
the following was cioue: 


It 
wan determined after several 


trials with three different milkers on 
thirty cows that it requires an'average 
of four and on'eOiaU minute* to mi)k a 
cow. 
A glazed dish eleven inches in 


4iameter, the sjze of an ordinary milk 
pail, was placed in the top of a pail 
and held npder the cow's udder in the 
same position as when milking. For 
four ami one-half minutes the miiUer 
then went through motions similar to 
those made in willUng:, but without 
drawing any milk. 
The amount of 


dirt which fell into the dish during tlie 
operation was of coarse approximately 
the same as would have gone into the 
milk during the milking process.' The 
dirt caught In tue dish was then brush- 
ed into a small glass weighing tube; 
the udder washed and the process re- 
peated. The dirt which fell from the 
.washed ndder was also 
carefully 


brushed into a weighing.-tube. 
Both 


tabes were then placed ia a desiccator 
and after drying twenty-four hours 
were accurately weighed on a chem- 
ical balance. 


Sixty trials were made at different 


seasons of the year. With udders that 
were apparently clean it was found 
that an average of three and one-half 
times as much dirt fell from the un- 
washed udders as from the same ud- 
ders after they were washed. With 
soiled udders the average was twenty- 
two and with muddy udders the aver- 
age was ninety-four times as much 
dirt from the unwashed as from the 
game utlders after washing. — Illinois 
Bulletin.

The Rcurtiuic Dairyman Wimi. 
I have seen one dairyman with a 


beautiful home, large and well venti- 
lated stables, all the product of a herd 
of milk 
COTVS, and another farmer 


with the same old house lie built ten 
years before, dilapidated stables, gates 
broken, fences down, all the product 
of another bcrd of cows, equal in.num- 
ber to the first. Why this difference 
with the same conditions? 


It' you go into the home of the first 


class of men you will find agricultural 
papers; yon will find a reader, a man 
who has a thinker and is using it. He 
may not be a graduate of any agricul- 
tural college, but he is a selit educated 
man, 
wlao received a large part of his 


education from the agricultural papers. 
How much more' advanced he would 
have been if he had learned the rudi- 
ments at the agricultural college! But 
greater honor is due to self education 
than to a college educated man. Still, 
if progress was to depend on self .edu- 
cation we would resemble the small in- 
•tead of the ant. 


I am a firm believer that the duty of 


every state is to place a premium on 
agricultural pursuits. 
The most im- 


portant branch of agriculture Is dairy- 
ing. The growth of cereals depends 
on dairying to return its elements to 
the soil of wbich the soil has been 
robbed by their growth. Dairying en- 
riches the soil, while the growth of 
cereals impoverishes it. Therefore BO 
branch of agriculture should be fos- 
tered and encouraged as much as the 
dairying industry.—E. A. McDonald, i 
Washington State Dairy and Pood j 
Commissioner.

Minnesota has recently issued several 
important circulars. 
One is entitled j 


"Butter Is King," and Is being placed j 
In the hands of the farmers of that j 
state. It treats the subject of dairying i 
briefly, simply and thoroughly. 
It i 


•bows that it is not necessary for one 
to buy a lot of thoroughbred stock to 
start in the business, but that the 
proper way ia to gradually grade up 
one's terd. The matter of feeds is 
taken up and instructions given for 
the plaafcng of soiling crops and the 
tmilding of gllos. There fire ample di- 
rections for the care and handling of 
milk, and the circular concludes with 
the dairy laws of the state. A second 
circular on "Preparation and Propaga- 
tion of Pure Commercial Cultures" has 
seen sent out to the butter makers in 
the state. It treats the subject clearly 
and fully. 


The "Dalrr Shark." 


J. A. Crokett, dairyman, Utah Agri- 


cultural college, has recently sent out 
warning to the butter makers of his 
stattSi against a'-"dairy shark" -who Is 
disposing of a process whereby he 
claims the yield of butter is increased 
from 50 to 100 per cent'in eicese of 
:hat made in the ordinary manner. 
Same old fraud that bobs up now and 
again. .All farmers and dairymen 
should leave all such fellows and their 
'process" alone.—Dairy and Creamery. 


A Canh Illa»tratlon. 


The Arizona experiment station bas 


•ecorded the results of a cold rnin on 
he milk flow of the station herd. The 
cows were exposed three days to a cold 
•nln. During this time they decreased 
it'pec cent in. milk yield and continued 
mtil it reached 50 per cent, and it was 
a month until they gave as much aiilk 
us before tbe storin.

W. P. McConnell, state dairy and

The cheese Industry is 
paying BOW more- than the butter fac 
tories. A new cheese factory caa.be 
equipped for J800 or $3,000, and It can 
be rvra with from 100 to.200 cows and 
pay as much per 100 pounds for milk 
as a creamery that costs from $3,000 
to 155,000 and requiring the milk from 
400 to 500 cows. 


"A pound of cheese can be made 


from ten pounds of milk, and it takes 
twenty-three pounds of milk, to make 
a pound of butter. With the present- 
price of cheese at 13 cents a pound and 
that of .batter at 23 cents it requires 
little calculation to prove that cheese 
making Is a profitable business. 


"At present Wisconsin lias 2,000 


cheese factories, while Minnesota has 
only seventy-two."

IS DEAD, AGED 76 


Famons Wisconsin ^Lawyer Ex- 


pires at Oshkosh Alter Four 


Months Illness. 


LEADER OF DEMOCRACY 


IN STATE MANY YEARS 


Held Kumerons Public Offlcees—Camli- 


flate for (JoVernbrsliip Twice— 


Served In.the Civil 


War. 


OSHKOSH, Wis., Feb. 22.—Col. "Gabe" 


Bonck, died.early yesterday morning in 
his room, at the Athearn hotel. He was 
dean of the Winnebago county J>ar, a 
resident of Wisconsin continuously from 
the year.it was admitted into the un- 
ion, former attorney 
general 
of 
the 


state, and.former speaker of the assem- 
bly, former congressman, and veteran 
of the rebellion, and for many years the 
acknowledged leader of the democracy 
of thu section. He had been ill for four 
months. 
• . 


Death was due to no specific ailment, 


but to the general breaking down .of the 
system, and will be entered in the certifi- 
cate as general debility, due to old"agc. 
He was 76 years of age on Dec. 16. His 
death was absolutely painless. 


TO BE BURIED. BY 3IASOXS. 


The funeral of Col. Bouck will be held 


Wednesday afternoon, the service being 
at Masonic temple under the auspices of 
the masonic'fraternity; Col. Bouck was 
past master of Osbkosh lodge, Ko. 27, 
and also past grand master of the state. 
He will be buried.in .a lot in the Maso- 
nic plot at Riverside cemetery, which he 
purchased when the masonic plot was 
established many years ago. 
, 


Col. Bouck's fqrtune is variously esti- 


mated at from half a million to a mil- 
lion., A recent eastern financial author- 
ity placed it at the latter figure. 


A PICTURESQUE FIGURE. 


Gabe Bonck lias been one of the pic- 


turesque figures in Wisconsin 
politics 


for half a century or 'more. He has fil- 
led many public po'sitions with credit, 
being attorney general two years, mem- 
ber of the assembly two years, speaker 
of the assembly one year, and member of 
congress four years. He entered one of 
the first regiments raised in the state for 
the war of tj^e rebellion in 1861 as cap- 
tain of a company and whs promoted to 
colonel and trovcttcd brigadier general 
for efficient.s'ervice. 


TVAXTKD TO BE GOVERNOR. 


Col. Bouck's great political ambition 


was to be governor of Wisconsin as his 
father was in his OXT'U time governor of 
the state of Xew York. ' In 1886 he came 
near having his ambition gratified, but 
became panic stricken at the last mom- 
ent and declined the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 


Again in. 1800 when the Bennett law 


issue and the question of prosecuting the 
ex-state treasurers to recover the inter- 
ests they, hnd received on deposits of 
public funds . made Democratic .success 
probable, Bonc,k was again a candidate 
for the nomination. 


BORN IX NEW YORK. 


Gabe Bouck was born in the state of 


~Sew York in,'1820'and came to Wiscon- 
sin about 1850,' settling at Oahkosh and 
engaging in Jthe practice of the law. In 
]S57 
he was elected attorney general of 


the state on'the Democratic ticket, the 
last time a Democrat .was elected to a 
state office in Wisconsin for a period of 
sixteen years, auil served two years. At 
the next,, election he wns sent to Hie as- 
sembly from Winnebago 
comity. 
He- 


was-elected, u gain in ]874 and was made 
speaker of the assembly by the Demo- 
cratic majority. In 1876 he was elected 
to congress and re-elected in 3878. Dur- 
ing the campaign of 1880 Richard Guen- 
Uier of Oshkosh was his Republican op- 
ponent and made: his fight on, the nat- 
ionality issue. lie.circulated throughout 
the .district « story, to the effect that 
Bouek had saiil that "no d 
d wood- 


en shoe Dutchman iv.auld befit him," and 
the appeal to prejudice of race was ef- 
fective. Gucflther was elected by a close 
margin and., served several terms in con- 
gress. 


Bouck never married, and lias lived in 


hotels al! the lime since he came to Oah- 
koah as a young man.
